Waterfront Park Zones

Featured Event Zone 
The Featured Event Zone will showcase opening and closing ceremonies, ribbon-cutting ceremony, 
featured speakers, live entertainment and performances throughout the entire day. The main stage will be 
a focal point for the grand opening, where families can grab a bite to eat at the near-by food truck pavilion, 
relax on the lawn, and enjoy local entertainment. 

Sports Zone 
The Sports Zone will be a must-visit attraction for everyone attending the grand opening event, with a wide 
variety of activities for children, teens, and adults alike. This zone will contain a range of interactive sports 
activities, including local sport celebrity sightings, signings, and shows. In addition, pick-up games and 
sports demonstrations will be set up to draw a large crowd all day long.

Kid Zone 
Designed to be a crowd pleaser and a day of family-fun, the Kid Zone will feature obstacle courses, bouncy 
houses, games, and activities for children of all ages to take part. From sticky Velcro walls, to bungee 
runs and ranger-led activities, this zone will offer a unique recreation opportunity for families all day long.

Beginning in 1902 civic leaders crossed many hurdles before 
construction could begin on the County of San Diego’s 

Administration Center. This building’s legacy began in 1938 with 
its dedication by President Franklin Delano Roosevelt. The County 
Administration Center stands as a testament to the strength, vitality, 
diversity, livability and beauty of this region. The original grounds 
featured birds of paradise, cherry trees and palm trees and even a 
Victory Garden during World War II.
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
